AUDITORS'  REPORT 

We  have  audited  the  books  of  the  Town  of  Effingham  and  made  suggest- 
ions to  the  various  officers  where  improvements  may  be  made. 

This  year  saw  three  new  town  clerks,  a  new  treasurer,  and  a  new  tax 
collector. 

The  auditors  would  like  to  suggest  to  the  voters  of  the  Town  of 
Effingham  that  nezt  year  a  motion  be  placed  in  the  warrant  to  prevent 
the  confusion  that  arises  from  having  three  new  town  officers  at  the 
same  time.  This  could  be  accomplished  by  staggering  the  terms,  and 
having  only  one  officer  (taz  collector  or  town  clerk  or  treasurer) 
elected  each  year. 

This  year  it  was  necessary  to  have  the  state  auditors  come  in  and 
audit  the  books  of  the  town  clerk.  Even  this  resulted  in  confusion 
as  the  town  auditors  found  an  error  of  $23.50  in  the  state  audit  of 
the  dog  licenses! 

The  auditors  have  been  imable  to  reconcile  the  books  of  the  taz 
collector  and  treasirrer  at  the  time  that  this  town  report  went  to 
the  printers.   The  auditors  are  continuing  to  check  over  the  books 
and  will  find  the  error  eventually. 

There  were  no  gross  errors  foimd,  and  the  books  for  the  most  part 
were  neat  and  orderly.

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EFFINGHAM  LIBRARY  REPORT 

1982  was  a  busy  and  productive  year  in  the 
library.  In  January,  the  Effingham  schoolchildren  voted 
for  their  favorite  books  as  part  of  the  state-wide 
Great  Stone  Face  Book  award,  and  I  sent  the  local  votes 
in.  The  winner,  Superfudge  by  Judy  Blume ,  was 
announced  later  in  a  Granite  State  Library  publication. 

Two  Public  Library  Techniques  courses  were  offered 
by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library.  I  was  able  to 
attend  both  "Programs  and  Services  for  Children"  and 
"Introduction  to  Public  Libraries." 

Films  were  ordered  through  the  library  for  the 
Activities  Committee,  and  I  went  to  Right  to  Read 
meetings  held  in  the  school  district.  Our  library's 
participation  in  a  large-print  holdings  survey  enabled 
our  patrons  to  have  access  to  large-print  books  owned 
by  other  New  Hampshire  libraries. 

Our  library  joined  RALI  (Rochester  Area 
Libraries),  an  organization  designed  to  benefit  local 
libraries  through  cooperation  with  each  other.  Edith 
Nuri,  Cassie  Meanley,  Elissa  Paquette,  and  I  held  four 
Story  Hours  for  pre-school  children  during  the  summer. 
I  offered  a  Summer  Reading  Program  for  which  prizes 
were  donated  by  local  businesses,  to  encourage  children 
to  read  for  enjoyment.  In  August,  books  were  collected 
by  friends  of  the  library  and  sold  at  a  book  sale  in 
September.,  In  an  effort  to  make  room  for  the 
approximately  500  books  (37  purchased  with  library 
funds,  61  purchased  with  book  sale  proceeds,  and  the 
remaining  donated)  that  were  added  to  the  collection 
during  this  past  year,  and  also  to  improve  the 
appearance  of  the  shelves ,  many  books  were  moved  out  of 
the  fuse-box  room  and  the  library.  I  had  hoped  to  sell 
a  number  of  these  books  at  the  book  sale,  upon  approval 
of  the  trustees,  so  that  new  and  different  books  could 
be  purchased  for  the  library,  but  this  was  one  project 
that  was  not  accomplished.  The  school  children  from 
Effingham  Falls  school  made  three  visits  to  the  library 
in  the  fall. 

The  circulation  figures  for  1982  were:  total 
number  of  borrowers  -  452;  total  number  of  books  and 
magazines  borrowed  -  1273.  Borrowing  rules  and 
regulations  were  initiated  by  the  trustees  in  an  effort 
to  have  books  returned  to  the  library  to  have  them 
available  for  other  patrons.  The  library  subscribes  to 
Good  Housekeeping,  Yankee,  and  New  Hampshire  Profiles 
magazines;  the  Profiles  is  a  gift  from  the  Effingham 
Grange.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good 
business!   This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.  H.  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the  first 
forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  pro- 
tection program  of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has, 
in  the  past  75  years,  established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest 
fire  prevention  and  control.   Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest  fires 
of  one-half  acre  per  fire  is  the  best  in  the  nation.   This  fire  record 
has  come  about  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  our  state/town 
forest  fire  protection  program.   The  state  provides  detection  of  fires, 
training  for  local  forest  fire  wardens,  low  cost  forest  fire  suppres- 
sion equipment  to  local  fire  departments,  and  technical  advice  at  the 
fire  ground.   Local  governments  provide  the  volunteer  fire  fighters 
who  are  appointed  as  wardens  and  deputy  wardens  and  who  respond 
quickly  to  suppress  reported  forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual 
acres  lost  to  forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire  burned 
33  acres  compared  to  the  modern  day  loss  of  one-half  acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and 
our  entire  citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

Our  visits  in  Effingham  decreased  from  210  in  1981  to  206 
this  year.   31.9%  of  these  visits  were  made  for  which  we  received 
no  reimbursement.   Our  Immunization  Clinics,  Adult  Health  Screening 
Clinics,  and  the  Well  Child  Clinic  Program  continue  to  serve  the 
residents  of  your  town.   A  total  of  19  residents  received  Home-Health 
Care  provided  by  Agency  staff.

Sacopee  Valley  Health  Center  is  a  nonprofit  community 
health  agency  which  was  founded  in  1976.   The  Center  provides  medi- 
cal care  and  other  preventive  services  to  anyone  requesting  those 
services.   The  primary  service  area  of  the  Center  is  made  up  of  the 
towns  of  Porter,  Cornish,  Hiram,  Parsonsf ield,  Baldwin,  Limerick, 
Limington,  Brownfield,  Newfield,  Freedom,  and  Effingham. 

Funded  in  part  by  th<^  United  States  Public  Health  Service, 
the  Center  extends  its  services  to  all  persons,  regardless  of  finan- 
cial means.   During  1982,  16,500  patient  visits  were  recorded  for 
all  services.   A  sliding  fee  scale  is  available  for  persons  whose 
documented  family  income  meets  minimum  guidelines. 

During  1982,  9  residents  of  the  town  of  Effingham  met  annual 
income  and  family  size  criteria  to  receive  fee  assistance  at  the 
Health  Center. 

A  volunteer,  consumer  Board  of  Directors  govern  the  activi- 
ties of  Sacopee  Valley  Health  Center.   Each  Board  member  must  be  a 
resident  of  a  town  in  the  service  area,  and  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  must  not  be  health  care  providers.   Board  members  serve 
for  a  term  of  three  years  and  membership  on  the  Board  is  open  to  the 
public.

Sacopee  Valley  Health  Center  holds  clinic  hours  six  days  a 
week,  including  Monday  and  Wednesday  evenings.   In  addition,  Sacopee 
Valley  medical  providers  maintain  a  rotation  to  provide  24  hour  on- 
call  medical  services  every  day  of  the  year.
